I N A PARTING SHOT at universal military 
*■ training, which Congress has shelved until 
further notice, an organization called the Na­ 
tional Council Against Conscription uses these 
arguments: 


The atomic bomb has m ade military training 
an 
outmoded form of national 
security; 
uni­ 
versal training gives a nation the feeling of 
power without the reality of power; it amounts 
to a confession that another war is inevitable: 
it w^ild give the United States a false idea of 
strength; this would force Russia to intensify 
military preparations; 
the only way to have 
peace 
Is to abolish 
war; therefore the United 
States should abolish war instead. 


Twenty persons have signed this astonishing 
piece of garbled reasoning, among them Robert 
M. Hutchins of University of Chicago fame. His 
presence helps to explain the garbling. On Jan. 
23, 1941. Dr. Hutchins said the United States 
shouldn't help Britain because It would Involve 
this country In war. On March 30, 1941, 
he 
warned that tho United 
States couldn't fight 
totalitarian states without becoming one Itself, 
and therefore It shouldn’t fight. On July 15. 1941, 
Dr. Hutchins announced smugly that 79.7 per 
cent of 5,000 persona polled by the American 
F irst Committee were opposed to fighting Ger­ 
many. 
In September, 
he warned that the United 
States 
was doomed because it couldn't decide 
between war and peace. 


W hat the Unitod States needs In 1947, 1948 
end thereafter is a lot less Hutchins and a lot 
more common sense.

OUR Congressman has much in common with dad, 
threading his way through Sunday traffic at the 
wheel of the family car Both are recipients of con­ 
siderable advice from the folks in the back seat—some 
of it good, some of it bad And like dad. the wise Con­ 
gressman knows it isn t safe to ignore these orders, 
even though he may not obey them Of course, all the 


80.000,000 eligible voters in the U S. don’t write their 
Congressmen,, but it seems like all have taken pen in 
hand when there’s controversial legislation under de­ 
bate In recent weeks, the 28 clerks in the Senate Office 
Building Postoffice have been handling 300,000 letters 
and postcards daily And the Representatives and 
President Truman also have been getting their share 


of advice. While the President was considering whether 
or not to veto the labor bill he received nearly 700.000 
communications on that one subject. J W Coverdale. 
in charge of the Senate Postoffice, hasn t made an 
actual count—“golly, we don't have time,’’ he said— 
but the Senate deluge has reached peaks of more than 
500,000 pieces of mail a day. he estimates. 


THAT LETTER you wrote your Congressman was bagged in the General Post­ 
office at Washington, D. C.. then sent by truck to the Senate or House. The 
truck above is on its way to the Senate Office Building Let s trail after its mail. 


THREE SHIFTS of clerks in the Senate Office Building Postoffice work from 5 a m. 
to 6 p.m. daily. Postmaster J W Coverdalp, right, above, says heavy mail 
brings results — unless it’s obviously a “rubber-stam p pressure campaign." 


HEAVIEST MAIL comes to Senators like Taft, Vandenberg, Wagner and Ives, 
who are in the news or represent industrial states. Constituents may not know 
how to spell their Senator’s name, but they’re definite about what they want. 


ALL THE SENATE mail boxes get a big play, but the late Huey Long received 
the most correspondence of any Congressman in history, according to Postmas­ 
ter Coverdale. Some Senators regularly get 5,000 to 6,000 pieces of mail daily
